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INTRODUCTION. 


The  present  volume  of  Book-Prices  Current  contains  the 
final  portion  of  the  Huth  Library  (W — Z),  the  long  drawn- 
out  sale  which  from  first  to  last  has  occupied  fifty-four  days. 
Long  as  the  period  has  been,  it  does  not  constitute  a  record, 
for  it  is  remembered  that  two  hundred  and  two  days  were 
occupied  during  the  years  1834,  1835,  and  1836  in  the  sale 
of  the  enormous  quantity  of  books  collected  by  Richard 
Heber,  who  used  to  buy  entire  libraries,  if  the  necessity  arose, 
with  the  object  of  obtaining  a  few  books  from  among  the 
mass  which  he  particularly  wanted,  and  could  not  get  in  any 
other  way.  Neither  does  the  Huth  Library  constitute  a 
record  in  point  of  the  total  amount  realised,  which,  by  the 
way,  did  not  include  the  value  of  the  fifty  books  selected  by 
the  British  Museum  under  the  will  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Huth,  nor 
that  of  the  collection  of  Shakespeare  folios  and  quartos  sold 
privately.  The  total  sum  realised  for  the  Hoe  Library,  sold 
in  New  York  during  the  year  1911,  was  $1,932,056.60,  or, 
roughly,  £386,411,  while  the  Huth  Library,  large  and  im- 
portant as  it  was,  realised  so  much  less  that  even  had  the 
books  selected  by  the  trustees  of  the  British  Museum  and 
those  sold  privately  been  brought  into  the  account,  it  is 
rather  more  than  questionable  whether  the  position  would 
have  been  reversed.  The  following  are  the  sums  realised  by 
the  sale  of  the  Huth  Library,  which  has  thus  taken  some 
nine  years  to  disperse  : —

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These  figures,  when  added,  amount  to  £250,566  9s.  od. — a 
long  way  short  of  the  Hoe  total — and  the  Library  as  a  whole 
must  be  taken  to  be  second  in  importance  in  the  long  list  of 
those  which  have  been  chronicled  as  having  been  sold  in  this 
country  and  elsewhere  since  the  dispersal  of  the  library  of 
the  Duke  of  Roxburghe,  in  181 2,  which  is  generally  regarded 
as  forming  the  line  of  demarcation  between  the  days  of  the 
old  collectors  and  those  of  the  new. 

The  present  volume  of  Book-Prices  Current  contains 
much  that  is  worth  remembering,  and  much  also  that  will 
be  referred  to  in  the  future  when  its  contents  become  a 
matter  of  history  and  fall  into  the  general  mass  of  similar 
records  to  be  swallowed  up,  perhaps,  by  others  more  im- 
portant still.  At  any  rate,  some  very  unusual  and  impor- 
tant books  have  been  sold  and  recorded  during  the  season 
which  commenced  on  October  15,  1919,  and  closed  in  the 
early  days  of  August  in  the  year  following.  Perhaps  the 
most  important  of  all  were  comprised  in  what  is  generally 
called  the  Brit  well  Court  Library,  belonging  to  Mr.  Christie- 
Miller.  This  library  contained  many  valuable  books  on  a 
variety  of  subjects,  such  as  music  displayed  in  airs  and  bal- 
lads, now  hardly  to  be  got ;  books  from  the  collection  gathered 
together  by  J.  A.  de  Thou,  the  historian,  whose  period  was 
1553-1617 ;  early  English  tales,  novels,  and  romances ;  and 
a  long  array  of  works  of  a  general  character,  invariably  scarce 
and  often  very  valuable.  Attention  must  also  be  called  to 
the  collection  of  works  by  Cotton  and  Increase  Mather,  sold 
in  New  York  by  the  American  Art  Association  on  Feb.  17, 
1920  ;  to  the  very  important  selection  from  the  library  of 
the  Earl  of  Pembroke  ;  to  the  late  Mr.  Buxton  Forman  's 
library,  sold  in  two  sections  at  the  Anderson  Galleries,  New 
York,  on  March  15-17  and  April  26-28 ;  to  manuscripts 
and  printed  books  belonging  to  Lord  Mostyn ;  and  to  many 
other  collections  of  the  first  importance  of  their  kind,  which. 
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will  be  found  elaborated  in  the  Table  of  Contents  immediately 
following  this  necessarily  short  and  imperfect  introduction. 

For  one  reason  or  another,  more  books  of  a  very  special 
and  costly  character  appear  to  have  come  into  the  market 
during  the  last  twelve  months  than  is  usually  the  case,  and 
the  prices  reaUsed  for  works  of  this  exclusive  character  are 
certainly  higher  than  they  hitherto  have  been.  Books  with 
coloured  plates,  hand-coloured  aquatints,  for  the  most  part^ 
have  also  been  much  sought  after,  and,  when  offered  for 
sale,  have  been  bought  at  ever-increasing  prices.  In  most 
respects,  however,  there  would  not  appear  to  be  much  dif- 
ference .between  then  and  now,  the  "  then  "  being  referable 
to  that  recent  period  when  most  things  of  a  desirable 
character  began  to  appear  still  more  desirable,  and  reflected 
as  from  themselves  those  higher  prices  which  for  some  time 
past  have  been  scouted  as  absurd,  or  worse,  but  which  we 
shall  be  safer  as  describing  as  one  of  the  signs  of  the  times.
